I have a copy of a 2/58 Kilowatt SSB Mod (catalog no. 250-41-1) for serial 
numbers 100,001 through 100,300 which covers the version #2 VR tube changes, 
some associated resistor changes, addition of bias and screen VR current 
monitoring jacks (on top of bias chassis) and addition of binding post (on 
side of bias chassis). So I suspect that this change was incorporated in all 
production after s/n 100,300. I don't know when the #2 to #3 changeover 
occurred.

Hello gang, 


I think that there are variations in several areas of the EFJ Desk KW 
during their production. I am trying to figure out how the 810's face 
on the modulation shelf and also if and where the ceramic relay was 
mounted that cuts off the modulation during cw operation. I have seen 
the variation that has the 810's side cap facing towards the mod xfmr 
with the relay between the 810's and the xfmr. 


The unit I am looking at: 
dls Has no holes to mount the relay between the 810's and the mod 


xfmr. ( I suspect that the relay was mounted on the top of the mod xfmr 
or had no relay at all)

2. It has holes for mounting the 810's tube sockets in such a way 
that they (side caps) will either face forward at an 

angle (pointing toward the meters on the PA deck) or at an angle toward 
the rear. 


Can anyone shed some light on this? I thought this unit was newer 
(serial number is higher) than the one with the tube caps facing 
straight to the rear, but maybe not. 


Other notable differences in the chassis are: 

1. Smaller overload relay which is mounted on the front panel instead 
of on the chassis floor, and no switch on the front panel, but rather a 
metal plunger to reset the relay (similar to the 500). 

2. Extra connection on the side of the VR chassis. 

3. Circuit board that stands vertically next to the VR chassis has 
riveted terminals to hold the large resistors instead of machine screws 
and the resistors are the rectangular jobs instead of the tubular ones. 
4. a few other small items. 


So, if anyone knows anything about the different positioning of the 
810's and the mod relay, please give me some advise.

A certain amount of apples and oranges here, I'm afraid. Of fifteen 
direction finders described for US Navy use in July of 1940, only one 
(the DZ) was self contained. They were divided into five different 
groups, generally along the type of aircraft they were installed in 
(scouting, patrol, fighting, etc.) Fighting aircraft just needed to be 
able to get home, so their loops were connected directly to the RU or 
ARB loop terminals. However, patrol and scouting aircraft needed a bit 
more information on their whereabouts for reporting contacts, and in the 
early part of the war the number of homing stations in the vast Pacific 
were pitifully inadequate, thus the need for "couplers" like the DU, DF, 
DW, RDF and CX series sets. These couplers were combination 
phasing/preselecting/amplifying/switching boxes along with associated 
loop antennas. They allowed the radio operator to determine not only 
deep nulls with the loop alone, but remove the ambiguity to the 
transmitter source. The technique was normally to tune/rotate with the 
sense antenna connected for max signal, and then switch to loop alone to 
null, giving a pretty good "fix." The DF rig often but did not always 
use the liaison antenna as its sense reference. It depended on the 
location and geometry of it with respect to the loop, and a vertical 
whip was used in some installations. It didn't really matter whether 
the sense antenna was a trailing wire, fixed wire, or whip, as long as 
it was located symmetrically with the loop and at least two feet away to 
avoid disturbing the pattern. Length was not much of a factor for 
these, either. If you want to use a coupler with any of the radio sets 
that were not designed specifically for a sense antenna (like the RU, 
ARB, R-23 and R-24/ARC-5, etc.,) then it doesn't really matter whether 
you connect to the loop or fixed terminals - just use whichever gives 
you a better sensitivity with the coupler. On the ARB you're forced to 
use the loop terminals because of the automatic switching. 


A similar situation exists with the RU and ZB combination except there is a 
manual switch instead of a relay. In the case of the RU, do I connect the ZB 
to the loop terminals and leave the switch on "loop" and not use the "ant" 
position?

The ZB (or ARR-1) installation is one of those inexplicable designs that 
has a coax output to feed into a push post antenna connector. Go 
figure... The ZB antenna switch box switches the RU receiver input 
between the ZB and a communications antenna. The ZB antenna switchbox 
then feeds the RU fixed push post antenna pin with some RG-8. The ZB 


manual is silent on which set of antenna posts is used, so I would just 
use whatever works best. Simple, no? :-)
